Sabotaging Treaty 


North Viet Nam has ordered fiv e 
International Control Commission ob­ 
server teams out of the country be­ 
cause, says the communist regime, it 
cannot guarantee their safety from 
U.S. and South Viet Nam air attacks. 
This is not solicitude; 
it’s subter­ 
fuge. The fact is Hanoi has been itch­ 
ing to expel these teams. It wants to 
eliminate the last chance of observa­ 
tion of the importation of men and m a­ 
terial from Red China for use against 
South Viet Nam. 
The observation teams, composed of 
representatives of Poland, India and 
Canada, were in North Viet Nam to 
see that the 1954 Geneva Agreement, 
forbidding 
introduction 
of 
military 
manpower or material from abroad, 
was enforced. The observer teams 
have been crippled, first by the re­ 
fusal of Communist Polish members to 
cooperate, and second by refusal of 
North Viet Nam to p e r m i t them to 
travel freely to critical areas. 
For a time the Indian and Canadian 
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members were able to report North 
Viet Nam violations of the 1954 treaty 
— with Poland dissenting. But the 
teams have for some time found them­ 
selves paralyzed by communist ob­ 
struction. 
The expulsion may indicate t h a t 
Hanoi doesn’t want foreign eyes to 
see preparation of communist counter 
measures against American and South 
Vietnamese raids. But beyond the im­ 
mediate situation, t h e r e is the more 
tragic underlying lesson. 
The communist c o u n t r i e s , and 
F r e n c h President De Gaulle, have 
been calling for new negotiations to set­ 
tle the Viet Nam crisis. But the 1954 
agreement was also the result of nego­ 
tiation. The International Control Com­ 
mission was set up to enforce that 
pact. 
Now' the communists have sabotag­ 
ed the treaty. What guarantees are 
there that the same thing wouldn’t 
happen to a new agreement?

Misleading Statistics 


According to U. S. Department of 
Agriculture definition, there are about 
3 5 million f a r m e r s in the United 
States. However. 1.5 million of these 
sell less than $25 worth of products a 
year. This group, plus an additional 
500.000 low’ income producers, market 
20 per cent of the nation’s fibers and 
foodstuffs. 
The remaining 1.586 million farmers 
are classified by the department as 
commercial farmers, and they pro­ 
duce 80 per cent of the nation’s farm 
output. The distinction between the 
two groups has never been clearly de­ 
fined in either the enactment or en­ 
forcement of farm legislation. 
For more than 30 years the federal 
government has been trying to legis­ 
late and regulate out of existence 
what has come to be known as “the 
farm problem.” If anything so large 
and complex can be referred to as 
a single problem, it must be because 
politicians long ago decided there was 
no reason why the farmer could not 
enjoy the same income level and sta­ 
bility as the factory worxer. 


'"The people next door have had trouble starting 
their car, too. There must be something

If that was the initial goal, it has 
since blossomed into many objectives. 
Perhaps b e h i n d the failures of the 
various farm programs 
is 
a 
basic 
misunderstanding of the farmer him­ 
self. Or at least who is one and who 
is not. Certainly it is as misleading to 
call someone a farmer who earns $25 
or less per year from the soil as it is to 
regard a part-time auto hobbyist as a 
mechanic. 
Doubting 
Agriculture 
Department 
statistics is not to deny the existence of 
problems in the industry. None of the 
farm income levels — including the 
384,000 farmers whose sales are great­ 
er than $20,000 a year — show’ incomes 
equal to parity, the yardstick devised 
to establish an income w’hich would be 
comparable to that of a factory worker. 
But it helps no one. except possibly 
the farm bureaucrat, who is sensitive 
to criticism about the steadily in­ 
creasing 
n u m b e r 
of 
department 
employes at a time when farm popula­ 
tion is shrinking, to muddle the farm 
picture w’ith inflated figures.

Malcolm 
said his 
animosity 
tow ard whites had begun “ even 
before I was born.” 
“ In 1925 my fam ily lived in 
Oui aha, ” lie said. “ My father 
w as an organizer for M arcus 
G arvey 
(a 
black 
nationalist 
leader). One night the Ku Klux I 
Klan rode out to the house, shot 
out all the windows and told ray 
father to move. My m other was 
e a r n in g me at the time. 
My 
brurther, who was six years old-1 
e r. told m e be rem em bered my 
m other, pregnant, standing in 
the doorway shaking ber fist.” 
He said his fam ily had moved 
to Lansing, Mich., when he was 
4. There, he said, his house was 
burned by white terrorists. On 
Sept. 31 that y ear his father was 
killed. 
“ An 
accident?” 
Malcolm 
com m ented. “ He was run over 
by a streetcar. Only the back 
wheels ran over him ,” Malcolm 
said. 
Malcolm told about going to 
decrepit schools, w inding up in 
a detention home n ear Lansing 
fur delinquency, then moving to 
Boston in 1940. 
“ Thinking back,” he said. “ I 
never 
was 
nonviolent. 
When 
som eone threw a rock at m e I 
threw it back. Som etim es." he 
said, after a pause. “ I threw 
one before one was thrown at 
m e.” 
Malcolm said he w as working 
as a bus boy at the P ark er 
House in Boston when the J apa- 
nese bombed P earl H arbor. 
“ I never was sad about th a t.” 
be said. 
“ I never was upset 
about any m ishap Uncle Sam 
experienced. 
As 
a 
m atter of 
fact, I think I felt a little jo y ., 
Hiere they 
w ere, 
those 
little 
brown m en — or yellow men. 
w hatever — m aking Uncle Sam 
suffer.” 
Malcolm chuckled. 
He refused to discus* the epn-j 
'o d e which sent him to prison in 
1946. He said 
he wa* taking 
dope — sniffing cocaine, as he 
put it — and stole to support his 
nabit. 
“ I 
was not an honest 
m an.” he said. 
In prison he was converted to 
the creed af the Black Muslims 
and also thought long and deep­ 
ly about his anim osity tow ard 
white people, 
“ I once worked in a furniture 
More in D etroit and saw how the 
ow ner w as robbing o w people, 
giving them cheap furniture at 
high prices. He robbed them all 
week long, then at the end of the 
week m ade a contribution to the 
NAACP 
arid 
the 
U rban 
League.** 
The Muslim sect provided for 
Malcolm an outlet for the black 
nationalism inherited from his 
father and also a vehicle for a 
determ ined effort to reform his 
own life, partly to prove th a t 
blacks are m ore m oral and ethi 
cal than w hites. “ Before I be­ 
cam e a M uslim .” he said, Mlj 
tried to be w hite.’* 
In prison, he said, he read the 
Bible through then the Koran. 
F irst, though, he read the dic­ 
tionary literally from A to Z He 
never lost bis flair for words 
and his interest in word roots 
and m eanings. He also devel­ 
oped 
a 
passing 
acquaintance 
with French, Spanish, G erm an 
and Italian. 
He said he had developed. In 
prison, an understanding of “ the 
Negro s real problem . He had 
no pride. The re a l crim e of slav-i 
erv was t h a t it destroyed the 
N egro’s 
cultural 
pricks, 
his 
blackness, his negritude.” 
“ I had to become a Muslim to 
get nerve enough to eat w ater-1 
m elon.” he added "I like w at­ 


erm elon. Now I eat it and don't 
care w hat anybody say s,” 
Armed with his new ideology',j 
and vocabulary, 
Malcolm left 
prison and w ent to work full 
tim e for the M uslims. He said 
he had organized the Muslim 
m osques in Boston anti Phila­ 
delphia, 
and 
in 
1954 
becam e 
m inister of the powerful New 
York mosque. 
His success in tile Muslims. 
he said, led to his rift with the 
sect in D ecem ber 1963. He ac­ 
cused the Muslim chief, Elijah 
M uham m ad, and his followers 
of jealousy. He said that when 
M uham m ad becam e ill in 1963. 
“ some elem ents within the Mus­ 
lim s thought I was trying to 
take over.” 
Malcolm said the organization 
had been trying for two years to 
find a way to get rid of him and 
finally seized upon his widely 
quoted rem ark about President 
John F. Kennedy. Malcolm had 
said the Kennedy assassination 
w'as an instance af “ the chick­ 
e l l coming home to roost.” 
Malcolm 'a id he never had 
received an official reason for 
his expulsion “ but the reason 
was I was to orrulitant, I was 
rocking the boat.” 
He added: “ We had a law 
w herein no Muslim could be tile 
victim of any kind of punitive 
action without a bearing before 
the 
entire body. 
They 
didn’t 
w ant to give me a hearing be­ 
cause they had no legitim ate 
charges. But they didn t w ant to 
publicly put me out.” 
In 
the 
end, 
Malcolm 
said, 
“ they succeeded not only in sus­ 
pending me. but isolating m e so 
I couldn’t come before the M us­ 
lim s. Then they began spread ­ 
ing propaganda against me, and 
I was told tile suspension would 
be indefinite. 
“ Right after I was suspended, 
silenced, then isolated, an effort 
was m ade to do me harm . But 
they picked the uTong ones.” 
He said that the “ones” picked 
as assassins w ere secretly loyal 
to him within the sect. 
“ All the ones they picked aft­ 
e r that to push me would pull," 
he said with a w ry sm ile.
